In  the 
same  period  291  extra-rrovincial,  or  Foreign  Companies,  were  re¬ 
gistered,  as  compared  with  63  in  1933. 

The  increase  in  the  registration  of  outside  companies  may  be 
accounted  for  by  the  fact  that  the  definition  of  "Carry  on  business
